Have made some progress. Thanks for the help from Dave and Steve 
and the Bob and the rest. So far here is what I have discovered I will 
need to proceed with the AM-3349 amp: 
- An airflow sensor. The one on the amp is indeed bad. 
( BUT more importantly: ) 


- A turrent assembly, or at least a working turrent base. 


Yea, ouch. Apparently the depot or whoever had not tightened 
the base assembly completely, and it has eaten its own switch 


wafers. I attempted to straighten them out the best I could, and 
none of the actual wafers or switch contacts were actually 
BROKEN, the majority of the switch contacts were bent. 

The turrent easily could be lifted a quarter inch or so between 
the loose screws in the base and the play in the bearing. 

The turrent itself seems to be fine, and the contacts on the amp 
chassis are fine. 


After bypassing the airflow sensor, and partially unscrewing the 
turrent base switch, I almost got the thing to fire up. The turrent 
never did quite align properly, and the amp would switch on its 

B+ for a half second or so. I am making SOME progress. 


All in all, the rest of the amp appears to be fine. At least apparently 
so, as I have not gotten any power out of it yet but have confixrmed 
I at least have voltages. 


For trivia's sake, the amp is a 1967 contract, last overhauled in 
1989 at SAAD Depot. Darned thing is full of sand too.... 


Thanks for any help, guys.

I found two "black beauty" tubular paper capacitors in my 32S-1 that 
would not key properly and then wouldn't unkey. Both were bad (C107 - 
@.imf & C162 - .01mf). Replaced them with modern yellow plastic 630vdc 
caps from Frontier and the transmitter worked fine.

Hmmm: 

I got out my copy of Mary Texanna Loomis "Radio Theory and Operating." 
Unfortunately, it is Fifth Edition Revised, dated August, 1930. 
However, it can be used as a reasonable guide. 


Bobbi listed the UX and UV199 (lovely little tubes, but fleapower and 
scarce), 'O1A, 10, '22, '24, '27, '45, and '71-A. 

> 

> Possibly the '30--need to check that one. 


I think definitely yes. Also add the '26. Both tubes were commonly 
used in the log-type early AC Radiolas with a '71-A. And let's not 
forget the lowly '80 rectifier (you did plan on having B+, didn't 
you?) Also the '81. The "Average characteristics of Receiving 
Radiotrons" following page 356 is pretty clearly 1928. It lists 
the '26, but not the '30. Also listed is the UX-250, a big beefy 
audio triode (lotsa luck finding one). With any of those, except 
maybe a '50, you are gonna be on 80 meters or longer (lower freq), 
need an output tank with a Q of 500, and an antenna with a SWR of 
1.00001:1 to get out, even calling it QRP. Also question whether 
purists would buy a '24-A, which is a post-1929 version treated to 
reduce plate secondary emission. 


A few tubes that are definitely "out" are 47, 56, and the RF pentodes 
57 and 58. I don't know about the variable-mu 35. 


This is off the top of my head. I'll have a closer look in old 
Handbooks &c this evening. There are a xlotx of possibilities. I *thinkx 
the '46 may've shown up by 1929, in which case it would be a nice option; 
it's a screen-grid tube with a bit of oomph, and can be triode-connected 
if you want to go that route. It's also not one the audio guys are all 


VV VV VV 


over; they kinda like '45s and '10s are hen's-toothy any more (which is 
not all the AF crowd's fault--they were not that easy to find 20 years 
ago!) Even the '27 has become sought-after, as it's a very quiet, 
well-behaved little triode (a credit to the family, well-nigh 
indestructable), carefully thought-out as a GP triode. I dunno if a '22 
would get you out of your own back yard, but you could probably whomp up a 
really stable little ECO with one.

As well as the ‘10, which she calls "the lowest power transmitting 
tube now in use." 


Loomis is a real read. First of all, you've got to weave your way 
around the "first," Mahlon Loomis, who supposedly was doing radio in 
Civil War Days. But she's loaded with lots of good stuff, and when 
you consider that Frederick Terman and Alfred Ghirardi were just 
getting smart about radio when she was teaching, writing, and 
publishing (early-mid 1920's), it does put a different perspective on 
radio history.

That is the grid 
drive relay in the TX section. Sufficient drive must be present to the 
final before the relay works and output is obtained. Low drive will cause 
a great delay, or no out at all. This system is designed to protect the 
final from damage (no drive/bais). All explained in the IB. 


I have one rig that goes buzz-rap-rap-rap-rap-clunk everytime I key it in 
the AM mode, due to the relay operation. Changing the driver eliminates 
the delay and sound effects, but I like them.

DON'T attempt to test nuvistors on a tube tester that was not designed for 
testing nuvistors, damage to the nuvistor under test may result. Even some 
of the testers that have nuvistor capability are not very kind to them. 
TV-7's aren't even very kind to 6AK5's. The 8393's are very low grid 
current devices and an improper test could ruin that the tubes capability 
with regard to that spec. The best test for an 8393 is to try it in its 
application circuit and check for normal operation.
